Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 ,12,15,22 and 28 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest 
prior art of record Auro et al. (International Publication Number WO 01/757736) teaches 
a quality of match where two different match values are calculated and combined for an 
overall match score, but fails to teach or fairly suggest comparison of the priority sums 
of sets of criteria to a first target criteria priority sum, these limitations are indicated in 
claim 1 as "comparing the different priority sums of each additional set of target criteria 
to the priority sum of the first set of target criteria", in claim 12 as "the priority sums of 
respective sets in the multiple sets can be compared to determine whether each of the 
different sets of target criteria designates a more general or a more specific subset of 
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content resources relevant to the user", in claim 15 as "having a target criteria set 
comparator to compare a priority sum of priority weights assigned by a user", and in 
claim 28 as "a target criteria set comparator to compare a priority sum of priority weights 
assigned by the user".
